“  FUEL-OIL  TAX  ACT.” 


ReGULATIOxNS. 

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  make  the  follow¬ 
ing  regulations  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Fuel-oil  Tax  Act,”  chapter  71  of  the  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia,  1930  : — 

1.  In  these  regulations  the  expression  “  Act  ” 
shall  mean  the  “  Fuel-oil  Tax  Act,”  chapter  71  of 
the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1930 ;  the  expres¬ 
sion  “  consumer  ”  shall  mean  any  person  who  con¬ 
sumes  fuel-oil  in  the  Province ;  and  the  expression 
“  vendor  ”  shall  mean  any  person  who  keeps  for  sale 
or  sells  fuel-oil  in  the  Province. 

2.  On  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  each  calendar 
month  every  consumer  shall  make  and  furnish  a 
return,  in  duplicate,  in  respect  of  all  fuel-oil  con¬ 
sumed  by  him  during  the  last  preceding  calendar 
month  to  the  Provincial  Collector  of  the  assessment 
and  collection  district  in  which  the  fuel-oil  was 
consumed  or  in  which  the  principal  office  of  the 
consumer  in  the  Province  is  situated,  except  that 
in  the  case  of  a  consumer  using  or  consuming  fuel- 
oil  to  heat  the  dwelling-house  in  which  he  resides, 
the  return  in  respect  of  that  fuel-oil  shall  be  made 
and  furnished  to  the  Provincial  Collector  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  days  of  April,  July,  October, 
and  January  in  respect  of  the  fuel-oil  consumed 
during  the  last  preceding  quarterly  period  ending 
respectively  on  March  31st,  June  30th,  September 
30th,  and  December  31st.  The  consumer  shall, 
within  the  time  limited  for  the  making  of  the 
return,  and  without  any  notice  or  demand,  pay  to 
the  Provincial  Collector  at  his  office  the  amount 
of  the  tax  payable  under  the  Act  in  respect  of  the 
fuel-oil  so  consumed  during  the  month  or  quarter, 
as  the  case  may  be,  required  to  be  covered  by  the 
return.  The  Provincial  Collector,  upon  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  tax,  shall  return  to  the  consumer  one 
duplicate  of  the  return  duly  endorsed  with  the 
official  receipt  for  tlffc  amount  paid,  and  shall 
forward  the  other  duplicate  to  the  Surveyor  of 
Taxes. 

3.  Every  consumer  shall  keep  a  record  in  the 
form  prescribed  by  these  regulations  of  all  fuel-oil 
purchased  by  him  in  the  Province  or  purchased 
and  imported  by  him  into  the  Province,  showing 
the  quantity  purchased  from  any  vendor  in  the 
Province  and  the  quantity  purchased  and  imported 
into  the  Province  from  time  to  time,  and  stating 
the  name  of  the  person  from  whom  the  fuel-oil  was 
purchased  and  the  date  of  purchase  in  the  Province 
or  the  date  of  the  importation  into  the  Province. 
For  the  purpose  of  making  the  return  required  by 
Regulation  2,  every  consumer  shall  keep  a  record 
in  the  form  prescribed  by  these  regulations,  show¬ 
ing  the  quantity  of  fuel-oil  consumed  by  him  during 
each  calendar  month  or  quarter,  as  the  case  may  be. 
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4.  Every  applicant  for  a  vendor’s  licence  pursuant 
to  section  5  of  the  Act  shall  make  application  there¬ 
for  to  the  Surveyor  of  Taxes  in  the  form  prescribed 
by  these  regulations,  stating  each  place  of  business 
at  which  fuel-oil  is  to  be  kept  for  sale  or  sold  by  the 
applicant;  and  the  application  shall  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  payment  of  the  prescribed  licence  fee 
in  respect  of  each  place  of  business  at  which  fuel- 
oil  is  to  be  kept  for  sale  or  sold  by  the  applicant. 
A  vendor’s  licence  in  respect  of  each  place  of  busi¬ 
ness  covered  by  the  application  shall  be  issued  by 
the  Surveyor  of  Taxes,  and  the  licensee  named  in 
the  licence  shall  cause  it  to  be  continuously  dis¬ 
played  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  place  of  busi¬ 
ness  in  respect  of  which  it  is  issued. 

5.  On  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  each  calendar 
month  every  vendor  shall  make  and  furnish  to  the 
Surveyor  of  Taxes  a  return  in  the  form  prescribed 
by  these  regulations  in  respect  of  all  fuel-oil  sold 
by  the  vendor  to  each  purchaser  during  the  last, 
preceding  calendar  month  at  each  place  of  business 
at  which  fuel-oil  was  kept  for  sale  or  sold  by  the 
vendor.  The  return  shall  state  the  name  and 
address  of  each  purchaser  and  the  quantity  of  fuel- 
oil  sold. 

G.  The  following  forms  are  hereby  prescribed  for 
the  purposes  of  these  regulations. 

Note. — The  prescribed  forms  are  not  here  printed, 
but  any  form  desired  for  use  may  be  obtained  on 
application  to  the  Surveyor  of  Taxes  or  any  Pro¬ 
vincial  Collector.
